content of the soil, cultivating at right 
angles to the winds and leaving the 
surface soil in a rough or cloddy con- 
dition. A rough top soil checks the 
movement of the soil particles, the 
», smaller ones lodging in the crevices, 
leaving the heavier, clodded portions 
elevated and protective. When the 
ground is left smooth, particles of 
| soil are loosened and set in motion 
by the wind. Manure, straw, or trash 
furnish effective protection from the 
wind when they are spread upon the 
» land uniformly, and are used to stop 
| blowing on land planted in wheat. The 
| subterfuge packer is used to work the 
materia linto the soil. A corn or beet 
cultivator is sometimes run over the 
wheat to loosen the top soil of the 
field. Some wheat will be destroyed 
but soil blowing is lessened because 
of the rough surface produced.

SETTLED OUT OF COURT 

The action brought some time ago 
by the Honourable the Attorney Gen- 
eral of Canada on behalf of His Ma- 


jesty the King against Arthur G. Peu- | 


chen and the McLaren Lumber Com 
pany of Blairmore for damages for 
timber destroyed on Crown lands fol- 
lowing the disastrous fire which burn- 
ed over a considerable area of the 
McLaren Lumber Company’s limits 
as well as Crown lands in July 1917, 
and also claiming compensation for ex 
penses incurred in fighting the fire 
which was expected to be tried at the 
special Sittings of the Exchequer 
Court of Canada held in Calgary a 
few days ago before the Honourable 
Mr, Justice Audetie, has been ami- 
cably settled out of Court between the 
parties. The Plaintiff on the recom- 
mendation of the Forestry branch of 
the Department of the Interior, being 
the Department most interested in the 
enforcement of the claim, has accepted 
a lump sum in full settlement of the 
claim for damages and expenses, be- 
ing, however, a sum considerably less 
than the actual amount sued for and 
the Defendants have also paid the 
Plaintiff's taxable costs. 

Had the action proceeded on its 
way through the courts, it is quite 
likely that the litigation would have 


been prolonged on acount of the num- | 


ber of interesting points both of law 
and of fact, which were involved, but 
the settlement arrived at as shown 
above now disposes of the matter 
without further litigation or delay.

LONDON, Oct. 22— An Engilsh 
king for Ireland, with a separate king- 
dom within the Empire, appears more 
possible daily.
